Therefore, many 
people maintain thet the cease-fire 
ends on February 5, period, and pre- 
sume that means the beginning of 
‘February 5, or midnight tonight.

NEW YORK. — The Big Four 
at their next meeting today are 
expected to endorse U.N. Secre- 
tary-General U Thant's appeal for 
military restraint at the Suez 


front. 

Despite Egyptian political pres- 
sure and military fulminations in 
Cairo, such an endorsement is not 
expected to go beyond the terme 
of U Thant's report to the Security 
‘Council. Egypt wants the Big Four 
to issue a specific cali for Israeli 
withdrawal and to provide U.N. 
mediator Gunnar Jarring with the 
new guide-lines to bring it about. 

However, U.S. diplomats continue 
to resist any such step on the 
ground that it would undermine the 
Jarring negotiations, 

Officials in Washington are clearly 
pleased with Ὁ Thant's report, and 
while they do not expect Cairo to 
ignore the Secretary-General's ap- 
peal for a continued truce, they ad- 
mit to some anxiety about the Sa- 
dat regime's capacity to backtrack 
from its own militancy. 

WISHFUL THINKING 

There are those in the U.S. ca- 
pital who believe that the brinks- 
manship in Cairo and the continued 
intransigence reflected in Egypt's 
notes to Jarring and ‘the Security 
Council, in themselves constitute a 
public posture behind which Egypt 
in the days ahead will concede to 
more substantial exchanges through 
Dr. Jarring. But the proponents of 
this view admit it is based largely 
on hope. 

The opposite reading is that Cai- 
ro's aim, supported by Moscow, is 
sti to bring the whole question 
to the Security Council. It was 
thwarted in this by the manner in 
which Israel, the U.S. and U Thant 
handled the resumption of the Jar- 
talks. After February 5, ac- 
cording to this view, Cairo will try 
to manoeuvre to make a Council 
meeting appear necessary to over- 
come “Israeli intransigence.”

Observers in Jerusalem have had 
some second thoughts on the lan- 
guage in which U Thant’s state- 
ment was couched.

envoy.

Unrwa facing 
money problems 


CAIRO (UPI). — The United Na- 
tions Relief and Works Agency for 
Palestinian (Unrwa) 
ls facing severe cash difficulties, a 
report published by the Arab League 
said yesterday. 

“Unrwa will face a grave 
financial problem during the coming’ 
year which might curtail educational 
and health facilities to Palestinian 
refugees,” the report said.

‘Referring to recent West German 
political meetings and visits by 
Chancellor Willy Brandt and Pres- 
ident Gustav Heinemann, the offi- 
cial East German Communist Party 
“Neues Deutschland” emphasized, 
“such activities... will nat be tole- 
rated because they are against the 
legitimate interests of the German 
Democratic Republic and the spirit 
and etter of postwar agreements of 
the great powers and are not to be 
reconciled with the special position 
of West Berlin.” 

CHARGE MISUSE’ 

“This misuse of West Berlin en- 
countered resistance in the past,” 
the editorial stressed, “and this 
again will be so in the future.” 

Meanwhile, in the German talks, 
Mr. Ecohi immediately drove off to 
meet Mr. Bahr in Mr. Brandt's 
office. Only one of the previous 
Kohl-Bahr sessions was held in 
Bonn. The three other rounds took 
place in East Berlin. 

Little progress has been made so 
far in the talks which are a con- 
tinuation of last year’s two sum- 
mits between Mr. Brandt and East 
Germen Premier Wiili Stoph. 


In the first four sessions the East 
Germans tried to get West Germany 
to enter into negotiations on access 
routes to Berlin. Bonn has rejected 
this because it holds that Berlin 
and its access routes are the re- 
sponsibility of the Big Four. 


UK. PROTEST 


Meanwhile, Britain yesterday pro- 
tested to the Soviet Union agalust 
harassment on the access routes to 
Berlin, the Foreign Office announced 
in London. The protest was expres- 
sed orally at a meeting in the For- 
eign Office with the Soviet Ambas- 
sador Mikhail Smirnovski, the 
spokesman said. 

In a 20-minute meeting Sir Con 

O'Neil, deputy Under-Secretary of 
State, expressed the Britiyh Govern- 
ment's protest over the recent hap- 
penings on the access routes, offi- 
clalg sald.

French buy more 
Algerian gas 


ALGIERS (Reuter). — France will 
receive 3,500 million cublec metres 
of Algerian natural gas a year for 
the next 15 years under a contract 
signed here yesterday. 

First shipments are to begin 
next year. 

The contract was signed by Pierre 
Alby, head of “Gaz de France,” 
and Otmane Khaouni, chairman of 
“Somalgaz,” a joint Algerian-French 
company. 

The Algerian state oil and 
concern, Sonatrach and the French 
state-owned company Eif-Erap hold 
8 50 per cent share each in “So- 
malgaz.” 

Agreement in principle was reach- 
ed at government level nearly four 
years ago, but it was only last No- 
vember that the contract was fina- 
sed in the course of the current 
Franco-Algerian negotiations on oil 
and other bilateral issues. 

The gas will be liquefied at a 
French-built in eastern Al- 
geria, and shipped to Fos-sur-Mer, 
southern France, aboard two gas 
tankers. The liquefaction plant is 
to go into operation next year. 

France already imports some 500 
milHen cubic metres of natural gas 
8 year from Arzew, western Alge- 
tia.

Cashing-in 

Bernheim would probably stil be 
admiring his manuscript today if 
he had refused to Hsten to the en- 
treaties of a friend, the Paris auc- 
tHoneer. Philippe ‘Rheims. Rheims 
pointed out during the weeka fol- 
towing de Gaulle’s death, that every- 
body with some sort of connection 
with the late President of France 
seemed to be cashing in on the as- 
sociation, This was indeed true. A 
spate of memoirs by former aldes 
of the General were spilling out of 
the printing presses. Even the faith- 
ful André Malraix announced thet 
he would soon be publishing a ver- 
‘batim account of his last conversa- 
tion with the Gaulle shortly: before 
‘his death.

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Arabs continue with this old joke 
for ever? The first duty of Am- 
bassador Jarring should be to ob- 
tain a clear answer on this crucial 
point. The navigation rights are to 
be granted to Israel, and Israel 
should be recognized, not “the other 
countries," which are recognized 
anyhow. If Ambassador Jarring can-

The American Capital is 70 per 

cent Black, and the great majority 
of its registered voters are Demo- 
crats. The Democratic primery 
election was won decistvely by 
the Rev. Walter Fauntroy, a 
37-year-old black Baptist minister, 
a native Washingtonian who work- 
ed for years with Martin Luther 
King. On paper, his main opponent 
in March will be John Nevius, a 
respected former member of the 
City Council who hes the double 
disadvantage af being both a Re- 
publican and white. 
Throughout most of its existence 
Washington has based its existence 
on the twin industries of politics and 
government, but has been denied 
both self-government and the right 
to a voice in the national Congress. 
For one brief period after the Civil 
War it did have an elected Mayor 
and Corporation, and was repre- 
sented in Congress by one Norton 
Chipman, a Republican, 


Went bankrupt 


But the city went bankrupt, and 
in 1878 the experiment in demo- 
eracy was ended. For many years 
it was run by three commissioners 
(one of them had to be an officer 
in the Army Corps of ers) 
appointed by the President. In 1967, 
President Lyndon Johnson replaced 
the troika with a single appointed 
Mayor. ‘His choice, by a happy coin- 
eidence, bore the name of Walter 
Washington, and this highly-respec- 
ted Black has held the job ever 
since, having been reappointed by 
President Richard Nixon. 
in 1961, during the Kennedy Ad- 
ministration, the inhabitants of Wa- 
shington were accorded one demo- 
eratic right, when the 23rd Amend- 
ment to the Constitution allowed 
them to vote in presidential elections. 
The new right to send a delegate 
to Congress, although he will not 
be allowed to vote there, is seen as 
another step towards full enfran- 
chisement. 


Custom-built city 

Washington was custom-bullt as 
the permanent seat of the Federal 
Government on 70 square miles of 
land personally selected by George 
Washington, ceded by the State of 
Maryland and called the District 
of Columbia. 

There are now 764,000 people liv- 
ing in the District. It has a popu- 
lation larger than Alaska, Hawali, 
‘Idaho, Montana, Nevada, New 
Hampshire, North and South Da- 
kota, Vermont and Wyoming. Each 
of these states is entitled to two 
representatives in the Senate and 
at least ope in the House of Re- 
presentatives. 

Washington is governed’ by Con- 
gressional committees, but has had 
no voice In them. Even the smallest 
decisions, which anywhere else in 
the U.S. would be taken by the City 
Council, must be approved by Con- 
gress, There are advan .

Israel Corporation’s 
deal with Germany 


AVING finalized its first $7m. 

‘issue of preference shares to a 
German group of investors, the Is- 
rael Corporation now aims at more 
than doubling its paid up share ca- 
Pital, its recently published prospec- 
tus shows. The company has given 
the German group an option (to be 
exercised up to the end of June) 
for another $8m. of preference 
shares, and is floating $15m. of or- 
dinary shares to be offered to va- 
tious investors in Burope. Since the 
paid up capital of IC approximated 
$30m. at the end of last December, 
the aggregate would eventually 
‘amount to $60m. 

On top of it the company expects 
to get from the German group loans 
amounting to §$33m. (either to itself 
or to its subsidiaries). 

Israel Corporation has invested 
about FL60m. for the purchase of 
50 per cent of Zim Shipping Com- 
pany (spread over three years), and 
wil invest ILi2m. in acquisition of 
ἃ 26 per cent voting interest in 
‘Haifa Refineries, and IL10m. in ac- 
quisition of a 60 per cent interest 
in Israel Petro-chemical Enterprises 
amd loans to that company. 


New investments 


The totai amount thus committed 
(about ILdilm.) 18 covered by the 
paid up share capital and loans at 
hand, while the additional amounts 
‘will be available for financing ex- 
pansion of the above affiliates and 
for new investments. The major pro- 
jects (mentioned in the prospectus) 
are a hotel chain — jointly with 
Al — a city centre in Jerusa- 
Jem, and the Israel Re-Insurance 
Company. 

While the company’s ordinary 
Shares are sold at par, the pre- 
ference shares have been sold δὲ a 
premium of 20 per cent. These 
shares are entitled to a 7.5 per cent 
cumulative preferential dividend aud 
participate at par with the ordinary 
shares in any dividend above 9.5 per 
cent.

The President 

‘The President held, at the outset, 
that after careful consideration of 
Justice Cohn’s interesting and im- 
pressive opinion, he had come to 
the conclusion that he could not 
agree with it and that the judgment 
which was the subject of the fur- 
ther hearing was firmly founded 
and should be confirmed. 


In setting out his reasons for this 
conclusion, the President first gave 
the factual and legal background to 
the case, and then went on to 
discuss in detail the judgment in 
the Streit case (from which the 
High Court had dissented in the 
present case). He agreed absolutely, 
be said, with the opinion expressed 
im the earlier case, that the power 
to approve “heterim” vested in the 
Chief Rabbis by section 5 of the 
Bigamy Law is the product of se- 
oular law only and that this im- 
poses an obligation upon the Chief 
Rabbis to exercise their power in 
conformity with the legislative pur- 
pose of the Bigamy Law. So that 
4 the approval of any particular 
“heter" should be repugnant to the 
purpose of the Bigamy Law and 
iikely to frustrate it, the High Cezrt 
of Justice would not hesitate to in- 
tervene, on the strength of section 
1 (a) of the Courts Law, 1957 (which 
gives the High Court jurisdictlon 
jn ali matters “in which it deems it 
necessary to grant relief in the in- 
terests of justice’). 

Civil marriage 

Jt was just for this reason, he 
continued, that the High Court had 
been entitled to invalidate the “he- 
ter" given by the rabbinical court 
in the Streit case. For in that case 
the “heter” had been given because 
‘the wife had refused to accept the 
divorce she was ordered to accept 
by the rabbinical court for the sole 
reason that her marriage had been 
celebrated in a civil ceremony in 
Rumania. If, therefore, the chief 
‘Rabbis had approved this “heter” 
(which, they had in fact not even 
thad an opportunity of considering 
ibefore the petition was brought be- 
fore the High Court) this would 
lave constituted a circumvention of 
the Bigamy Law, as envisaged by 
the legislature, since section 4(1) 
of that Law expressly states that 
it is immaterial, for purposes of big- 
amy, “whether the earlier mar- 
riage is valid in accordance with 
the faw of the state In which it 
was contracted or In accordance with 
the religious law under which it 
‘wag contracted.” 


It follows, therefore, held the 
President, that the Streit caae could 
have been decided on the basis of 
the above conclusion, and that it 
had not been necessary to raise the 
question of the interpretation to be 
given to section 5 of the Bigamy 
Law. So that there was nothing to 
prevent the Supreme Court now 
from re-examining the Interpreta- 
tion of section 5, despite the fact 
that it had been considered and 
decided by @ five-man bench in the 
Streit case — as the petitioner's 
counsel had emphasised — even ac- 
cording to the most fanatical ad- 
yocate of the “binding precedent.” 


Furthermore, once there was 8 
difference of opinion between the 
majority in the ‘Streit case and the 
three Justices in the first hearing 
of the present case, the Supreme 
Court was 10 duty bound, and not 
only entitled, to decide the jesue be- 
¢ween them in 8 further Rearing. 
as it was just for that purpose 


the total number of votes held by 
them will not exceed 25 per cent 
as long as the company’s paid up 
share capital will not reach $80m 
‘This provision has been made in 
order to avoid a blocking vote by 
the German group. Also the shares 
cannot be transferred during an ini- 
tial period of six years, and are 
entitled to recelve a dividend only 
after two years, while the first two 
dividends will be paid out to them 
at later dates. 

The preference shares issue was 
fully taken up by a German limited 
partnership set up for that purpose 
— the Israel Investitions Gesell- 
schaft m.b.H. Co.K.G. in Co- 
jogne — which has raised the re- 
quired calpital by floating partici- 
pation certificates to the public. A 
similar procedure is expected to be 
followed for the second issue, for 
which the partnership has an op- 
tion. The agreement with this group 
—headed by Dr. Rieger— envisages 
cooperation which goes beyond this 
investment in IC shares. The group 
has been given the exclusive right 
of first refusal to acquire shares 
which the Corporation may sell in 
Germany, except for direct invest- 
ments exceeding $250,000 of “such 
potential investors... who have con- 
nections with the State of Israel or 
with the Corporation... and who do 
not intend to raise capital from the 
public for the purpose of the plac- 
Ing of such shares.” 

‘On the other hand, the group has 
accorded to the Corporation the 
right of first refusal “as regards 
any business transaction or invest- 
ment they are to effect in Israel.” 
The agreement provides that in 
case of dispute between the parties 
it should be subject to Israel law, 
‘but the site of jurisdiction should 
‘de in Cologne, and in case the two 
parties fail to agree on an umpire for 
the arbitration board, an arbitrator 
or an umpire shall be appointed by 
the president of the Board of 
Trade and Industry in Cologne.

Though these 
concessions are given — 88 a 
matter of principle — only to in- 
vestments in specific projects — 
and not in financial intermediaries 
— WW has succeeded in persuading 
the German authorities of the eco- 
nomic advantages of its coustruc- 
tion, and has obtained special per- 
mission for the Issue in question, 
which is expected to apply also to 
the second one. 

Nevertheless the deal has been 
wrecked by the Bonn government's 
sudden change of policy last De- 
cember, when it decided to reduce 
incentives for investments in the 
developing countries and stopped 
providing Federal Insurance against 
the so-called “political risks” (1.6. 
risks of nationalisation or freezing 
in foreign currency of the capital 
invested abroad) for investments en- 
joying tax concessions.

He had found it necessary, the 
President pointed out, to dis- 
cusg at some length the matter of 
overruling a Supreme Court prece- 
dent, as, like the petitioner's counsel, 
he too was of the opinion that the 
Supreme Court, in its desire to 
achieve maximum stability in the 
law, would not readily override one 
of its own precedents, especially 
when established by a five-man 
bench (see also CA. 346/63, 1. PD. 
18/368). But this most desirable at- 
titude was not appropriate in the 
Particular case under consideration. 

The President then went on to 
discuss in detail the interpretation 
given by the High Court in the 
Streit case to section 5 of the Big- 
amy Law. He could not, ‘he held, 
see anything whatsoever in the 
wording of section 5 to justify the 
conclusion that the legislature in- 
tended the Chief Rabbis to approve 
only such “heterim” as are given 
‘because there are objective reasons 
why the wife cannot accept a di- 
vorce.* Nor was there any question 
‘here of interpreting the law liberal- 
ly, as opposed to lterally, so as to 
obviate any absurd consequences. 
For the iaw distinctly tles the 
exemption from criminal liability for 
bigamy to two conditions: that the 
second m: was celebrated on 
the strength of a “heter” given in 
a final judgment of a rabbinical 
court; and that that “heter” was 
approved by the two Chief Rabbis. 


Jewish law 


In so far as the first condition 
is concerned, he continued, there is 
no doubt whatsoever that the Inten- 
tion is that the “heter” should be 
given in accordance with Jewish 
law (the marginal note stating so 
expressly), and Jewish law allows 
of such “heterim” for various “se- 
lect’ reasons ita-am mvurar), not 
confining itself to the impossibility 
of obtaining a wife’s consent to a 
divorce because of insanity or dis- 
appearance (sed ‘Sherashevsky on Fa- 
mily Law, 2nded.p.75, and Justice 
Sitberg in the Streit case, pp. 616- 
619). It would, in his opinion, there- 
fore, held the President, be some- 
what anomalous ἐξ the High Court 
‘were to come to the conclusion that 
although the rabbinical courts may 
permit a man to take a second 
‘wife for all manner of reasons, 
nevertheless the Chief Rabbis are 
entitled to approve such permits 
only if they are given for the rea- 
son that the wife was unable to ac- 
cept a letter of divorce. 

On the other hand, however, he 
continued, he was In full agreement 
that the Chief Rabbis’ powers of 
approval should be exercised spar- 
ingly and with discretion, in order 
not to frustrate the legislative pur- 
pose of the Bigamy Law, which Is 
to prevent, for soclal and other rea- 
gons, the spread of bigamous and 
polygamous marriages in the State 
of Israel. In fact, he had no doubt 


that the Chief Rabbis had been vest- 
ed with discretionary powers of 
approval by the legislature in order 
to enable them to fulfil a two-fold 
supervisory function: that of ensur- 
ing that the “heter” given by the 
rabbinical court be properly founded 
on the Halacha, and that of ensur- 
ing that the “heter" does not frus- 
trate the legislative purpose of the 
Bigemy Law. 

Furthermore, he was also of the 
opinion that the legislature had 
vested the Chief Rabbis with this 
dual function in the full confidence 
that they would carry it out faith- 
fully and meticulously and would 
approve “heterim” only in the excep- 
tional case where justice demanded 
it, keeping in mind afways the in- 
terests of the wife. 

However, continued the President, 
while he was in full agreement 
‘that the Chief Rabbis should use 
their discretionary powers sparsely 
and justly, that wes a far cry 
from deciding that the Chief Rabbis 
should use their powers of appro- 
val only in such cases where a wife 
is prevented for objective reasons 
(such as insanity or disappearance) 
from consenting to accept a letter 
of, divorce. 


Against restriction 

‘His opinion that the Chief Rabbis 
should not be so restricted was 
strengthened, held the President 
further, by the fact that sectlon 6 
of the Bigamy Law expressly allows 
of bigamous m for non- 
Jews only when a competent court 
has given a permit to remarry be- 
cause the wife is insane or has not 
been heard of for more than seven 
years in circumstances warranting 
the condlusion that she is dead, 
whereas section 5 does not con- 
tain the same restrictions. It is 
govious, therefore, that if the le- 
gislature had wished to impose re- 
strictions on giving Jews “heterim” 
to remarry it would not have 
hesitated to do so as it had done 
in section 6 for non-Jews. But 
once the legislature had refrained 
from doing so there was no alter- 
mative but to conclude that it did 
not wish to impose any such re- 
strictions. 

As to the argument that the 
legislature should not be presumed 
to have intended discriminating 
against the non-Jewish communities 
and in favour of the Jewish com- 
munity, he could not accept it, 
held the President, for the reason 
that a distinction must be drawn 
between lavalld discrimination and 
valid differentiation. The principle 
of equality, which the law of every 
democratic country strives to re- 
alize, must be defined, he went on 
to point out, as being equal treat- 
meut for equals. But if there be a 
relevant inequality in people, then 
unequal treatment of them does not 
constitute -invalid discrimination, 
but valid differentiation (see also 
Cr. A. 112/60, PD. 5/490, 503; 
Cr. A 5/51, PD. 5/1086; and HC. 
30/65, P.D. 9/1266). In the case

Pollution among the

[HE Sight against pollution and. 

for conservation of natural en- 
vironment is attracting growing pub- 
lic support. But few people realise 
just how urgent the problem is get- 
ting. Recent developments show that 
pollution is threatening not only 
lakes, rivers and land occupied by 
man, but even the.oceans. In Ja- 
pan people are known to have been 
killed by high concentrations of me- 
thyl mercury in shellfish. 

In the U.S. oné million cans of 
tuna fish had to be removed from 
supermarket shelves after it was 
found that they included mercury 
in a concentration high enough to 
harm human health In Britain. 
many grocers stopped selling tuna 
even in the absence of an official 
ban. Checks are being made on 
other fish, including cod and macke- 
rel. Nobody exactly knows the 
source of the poisonous mercury, 
the only theory belng that it comes 
from the industrial garbage disposed 
into the seas in. huge quantities 
and steadily growing. This theory 
implies that the industrial effluents 
in coastal regions havé already pol- 
luted the oceans remote from land. 
Some scientists maintain even that

crimination against equals, but dif- 
ferentiation, between peoples with 
relevant inequalities — which was 
perfectly legitimate. 


Furthermore, continued the Presi- 
dent, it should be remembered, as 
Justice Silberg had pointed out in 
his illuminating comparative study 
of other jaws of marriage and 
divorce, that in the vast majority 
of legal systems, it is the courts 
which have the exclusive right to 
dissolve marriages, and only under 
Jewish law is the marriage dissolved 
by mutual consent only. So that 
in fact. section 5 does not discri- 
minate against the men of the non- 
Jewish communities, as they may 
apply to their courts to have their 
marriages dissolved. ᾿

Hebron deportee 
back on visit

HEBRON. — The former mufti of 
the Hebron district, Haj Abdul-Hai 
Arafa, who was deported to Jordan 
over a year ago for hostile activities, 
arrived here yesterday on a visit. 
Haj Arafa, 67, is the firgt deportee 
to be allowed back into Israel-held 
territory. The authorities permitted

Haj Arafa, a close associate of 
Haj Amin al-Husseini, when the 
jatter was Mufti of Jerusalem, was 
banished in October, 1969, during 
a wave of unrest. He was expelled 
to Jordan along with nine others 
from here and from the Ramallah 
area, among them Mayor Nadim 
Zarou.
